Sfeve’s Corner ~ My First Radio Teletype QSO 


| always felt that there was something a bit odd about Radio Teletype, RTTY (writ- 
tee) in our parlance. It’s the idea that there is an intermediary needed, a translator 
to interpret for me what the sounds “mean.” In fact, all of the new digital modes 
operate in that same mysterious way. Without some form of artificial electronic in- 
telligence, the signals are no more than a bunch of noise. At least on CW and SSB 
= you’re your own decoder. Nothing else is needed. (Although it seems that the al- 
phabet impaired remain alive and well when you check out the DX pileups!) 


_ The other drawback for me was the idea of the several hundred pounds or more of 
the mechanical machine it took to operate RTTY. And then there was the space for 
it and the need to become an expert mechanic to keep the thing running. As if that 
weren't enough, my ability to type has never been something I’ve ever considered 

m as one of my strong suits. Those hearty souls who were QRV in the early days cer- 
tainly earned their QSOs. 


So | was never chopping at the bit to operate RTTY. A few months ago, | 

~ downloaded some shareware software for my Mac — MultiMode from Black Cat 
Systems (hitp://blackcatsystems.com/) just to “play.” This software lets you operate 
RTTY, PSK31 and a bunch of the other digital modes. No teletype machine 

_ needed for RTTY. Just some audio cables and a control signal for the PTT line. 


| decided I'd try to “print” some RTTY so | connected some open plugs and clip 
leads for audio in and out. Now could | copy anything? | tuned to the 14080 region 
of 20m and found some signals. | configured the software, tuned carefully and my 
screen was printing: 

5Z4DZ QRZ JA UP 

» | continued to play with the software and the connections, adjusting levels and set- 
tings. Then 5Z4DZ opened up to all callers. | thought I'd give it a try but | didn’t 
have an interface built to operate the PTT line. | wouldn't be able to transmit de- 
spite the software toggling to transmit mode. What to do? Then it hit me. The foot- 
switch | use for SSB (never have liked VOX) was right there on the floor and con- 
_@ nected to the PTT line of the rig. So | tuned to the last Qs frequency, set the rig for 
split, pressed the footswitch and put the software to work. 5Z4DZ came right back! 
A quick trade of contest style 599s with a few taps of the footswitch and it was 
complete. My first ever RTTY QSO and with a semi-rare DX station to boot! It only 
took me more than forty-five years to try this mode. | then went on to a PSK31 
» QSO with FSPTT (footswitch PTT). It worked too. I’ve subsequently made some 
proper cables and a switch box to select either the SSB mic or the computer audio 

connections as well as an optoisolator PTT interface. 


~ What I’ve come to appreciate is that RTTY signals can be difficult to print unless 
the signals are strong and that PSK31 Qs can be had at low power with “warbles” 
that may be a little more than just above a whisper. Certainly both ends of the digi- 
tal mode operating spectrum. 


If you’ve got a Mac and want to try an RTTY, PSK31 or other digital QSO, Multi- 
Mode is for you. Contact me if you want to know the specifics of how | connected 
my Mac to the rig. Oh, yes, MultiMode will also decode and transmit CW — but it'll 
be a cold day in hell when you catch me using a translator for CW. The one be- 
tween my ears works just fine, thank you!

FCC FORFEITURE WATCH - PROPOSED TRUM USE 


$125,000 FINE AGAINST PILOT T.C. 


President Bush has issued a memorandum di- 
recting executive departments and agencies to 
better manage their current and future radio 
spectrum use. "Under the existing framework, the 
federal government generally reviews every 
change in spectrum use," Bush said in the 
memo. "This process is often slow and inflexible, 
and can discourage the introduction of new 
technologies." This may finally reform the 6 
month typical wait for IRAC to approve some li- 
cense applications in shared government bands, 
according to one informed party. 


The FCC has proposed a $125,000 fine against Pilot 
Travel Centers (truck stop retailers). In response to 
complaints that Pilot was selling non-authorized CB 
transmitters at its travel centers (e.g. Amateur Radio 
Service transmitters that could be easily modified to 
operate on CB frequency bands), the Commission 
initiated an investigation and issued nine Cita- 

tions. The $125,000 proposed forfeiture was based 
upon the company's continued sales of transmitters 
on thirteen occasions after the issuance of those 
Citations.
